Jepect =Willam Price, lsq., a member of the

altimore bar, died 1 this city on Wednesday
night, aged about 75 years  Mr Price was born
m_ Waghington coonnty, his father being an
oflicerof the revolntion, was educated at Dick-
wson College, sindied law with the fathor of
Judge Mason, of Washington county, where he
was admitted to the bar ~ While a resident of
that county he was elected s member of the State
Senate by the clectoral college sbont 1835 He
was afterwards & candidate for Copgreeg He
maved to Cumberland, Allegany county, and af-
ter o few years removed to thie ¢ity, e was
clected o member of the State Legislature from
this city 1n 1602, and was afferwards appointed
United btates Distniet Altorney by Fresident
Lasgeoln, which oftice be held for ope term  Mr,
Price was ouc of the commissioners appomnted
by the Legslature to simphfy the formé of plead-
g and praciee 1 tne State  Uewas a promi-
vent member of his profession, by whom hig so-
ol guahities and personn! character Were held
1u Ingh regard  The courts of thecity, 1n which
tributes of respect were paid to iy memory all
adjourned to attend his funeral af 11 o'clock A
M yeaterday,

In the Supenor Court George 3 Gill Eaq,
announced the death of Mr Price, who spoke ot
the decensed 1n beconung terms, and moved that
the court adjonrn 3n respect to his memory

Ilon J Thomson Mason rose to sccond tho
motion  He smd that when Mr Price was s sto-
dent 1n his father's oflice :1x Hagerstown, (he the
egenker) studied law with hun  He gavg a
eheteh of the lie of the deceased, and sard hig

Melancholy Death of a Baltimorean~Mr. Jobn
Woodall, of Baltimore, 8 well-known locomo-
tive ongineer, was inatantly khled on Wed-
pesday morning, on the Pan Hendle raiiroad,
near Mansfleld, Ohio, It appesrs that thers
wora three trafng on the road, going west at in-
tervals, 3o tbe following order. the regular
freight, an extra freizht and the mail and pas-
aenger train No 26. The first stopped at Mans-
deld for water, and the following felght was 80
gigoaled, The latter hslted about four hundred
yards east of Mangfleld, but the conductor failed
{0 leave the nsusl signal for the mail train, which
was farther in tho rear, The mail congeqacntly
came up ay full speed, and the danger was not
discovered until the collision tas inevitable.
Mr John Woodal), the engineer of the trsin,
